W ashington, Jan. 6.—Both the sen­ 
ate and the hou se resu med their sit­ 
tings at noon today, and while com­ 
paratively little in the way of actu al 
legislation i£ expected this week, they 
began preparations for real work. The 
com m ittees will now begin work in 
earnest, and with a cru sh of bills for 
consideration promised at once, both 
hou ses will have plenty to occu py 
them the rem ainder of the session. 
The Tillman resolu tion on the finan­ 
cial situ ation still lies u pon the table 
in the senate and is available as a 
su bject of discu ssion. 
The indication 
is, however, th at discu ssion of the 
financial situ ation in the senate will 
be postponed u ntil a bill on that su b­ 
ject has been reported from the com­ 
m ittee on finance, which it is believed 
will soon take place. 
The senate will 
adjou rn for the day immediately after 
m eeting on Monday ou t of respect to 
the m em ory of the late Senator Mal­ 
lory of Florida, whose death has oc­ 
cu rred since the holiday adjou rnm ent. 
Mr. Mallory’s su ccessor, Hon. W. fl. 
Bryan, is expected to be sworn in 
early this week. 
Resolu tions of In­ 
q u iry relative to the conditions in the 
navy which led to the resignation of 
R ear Admiral Brc vnson as chief of 
the bu reau of navigation are among 
the probabilities, bu t as Senator Hale, 
chairm an of the naval committee, has 
stated th at he w ou ld not present any 
inq u iry of this character, his failu re to 
act is regarded by m any as q u ite clear 
indication th at the senate will not u n­ 
dertake to enter u pon any investiga­ 
tion at this time. 
A m eeting of the hou se committee 
on ways and m eans has been called 
for today to consider the president’s 
m essage with the view to reporting a 
plan for its distribu tion among the 
variou s hou se com m ittees and if a 
q u oru m, is obtained su ch a report w ill 
be m ade at once. It depends u pon this 
report w hether the hou se will have 
any bu siness before it at the beginning 
of its session. 
In the past m em bers 
have taken advantage of this report 
to make political and other speeches 
for the “good of the u nion,” and it is 
probable th a t some will follow the 
cu stom this year. 
Both bou ses will adjou rn on T h u rs-1 
day u ntil the following Monday. 
To Draw fo r Ro o ms. 
A u niq u e featu re of the week’s pro­ 
ceeding in the hou se of representa­ 
tives will be the assignm ent to m em ­ 
bers by lottery of rooms in the $ 3,000,- 
000 hou se office bu ilding, now abou t 
j 
completed. 
The drawing will be held 
on Thu rsday, Jan. 9 , immediately after 
the reading of the jou rnal. Three hu n­ 
dred and thirty-three marbles, con­ 
secu tively nu m bered from “I ” u p, will 
be placed in a box and as each i i tu rn 
is drawn ou t by a blindfolded page 
and handed to the reading clerk, its 
nu m ber will be annou nced. The mem­ 
ber whose nu m ber on a prepared list 
corresponds with that on the marble 
will come forward to the desk and se­ 
lect by diagram a room from among 
the 39 7 offices Into which the first, 
second and third floors of the bu ild­ 
ing are principally divided. 
T hat only 333 of the 39 6 members 
of the hou se will participate In the 
draw ing is chiefly accou nted for by 
the fact that chairmen of committees 
are not entitled to private offices in 
the new bu ilding, bu t instead will u se 
the rooms set aside for their respec­ 
tive committees. 
Until now represen­ 
tatives m aintaining private offices in 
W ashington have had to pay for them 
ou t of their own pockets, and these , 
offices have been widely scattered over 
the bu siness section of the city. 
The 
completion of the hou se office bu ilding 
relieves this necessity. The 39 7 office 
rooms thu s provided by congressional 
appropriation are free to members. A 
su bw ay to be eq u ipped with a minia­ 
tu re railway for rapid transit connects 
the new bu ilding with the capitol.

Hardly had order been restored at 
this point when the police reserves 
were hu rried to E ast Twelfth street, 
where striking tenants were making a 
dem onstration against a landlord who 
had objected to the flying of red flags 
over his property. 
The crowd failed 
to obey the police order to disperse, 
and was set u pon with night-sticks. 
One woman, it is reported, was ren­ 
dered insensible du ring the fight, in 
which wives and dau ghters as well as 
fathers and sons, participated.

AN OBJECT LESSON 


The President Seeks to Impress Co m­ 
pariso n o n Army . 
W ashington. Jan. 6.—Thirteen pho­ 
tographs from life, illu strative of hair­ 
raising exploits in horsem anship, form 
the u niq u e exhibit sent to congress by 
direction of the president to accom­ 
pany recom mendations from himself 
and the chief of staff for the better­ 
ment of arm y riding. 
These pictu res 
are intended to show how far ahead 
of American military men Are Eu rope­ 
an horsem en in the art of eq u itation. 
One of the most thrilling pictu res 
represents an Italian cavalrym an rid­ 
ing over a twenty-foot perpendicu lar 
cliff, the photographs being taken in 
series to illu strate the sagacity of the 
horse and the skill of the rider in 
m aintaining a poise within the center 
of gravity in different stages of the 
descent. 
There are pictu res of Ger­ 
man stu dent officers apparently leap­ 
ing from hill to hill; of fat m ajors 
and lieu tenant colonels of the same 
nationality 
wallowing 
throu gh 
bogs 
and swamps and over hedges; French 
cavalry riding; the famou s drag hu nt 
of the German army, and stirring pic­ 
tu res of the hou nds in fu ll cry on boar 
hu nts.

ment of horsem anship in the arm y.” 


W ashington,

6. — President 
Roosevelt’s attitu de on the q u eu H—i of 
the command of hospital ships in the 
navy at sea, which resu lted in the 
resignation of R ear Admiral W illard 
H. Brownson and incidentally seme 
cau stic observations on th at incident 
and the controversy among tho naval 
officers and their adherents ae to de­ 
tails of naval constru ction and m eth­ 
ods of training were made known Su n­ 
day when Secretary Metcalf gave to 
the press two letters from the presi­ 
dent, addressed to him on these su b­ 
jects. 
In the first of these letters Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt withou t mincing words, 
condemns in u nm easu red term s the 
act of Admiral Brownson, declaring it 
to be u nseemly and improper. 
The 
q u estion as to which Admiral Brown­ 
son took issu e with the navy depart­ 
ment, the president declares, is one as 
to which there can be entirely legiti­ 
m ate differences of opinion, bu t he 
adds, “there is no room for difference 
of opinion as to the gross impropriety 
of the adm iral’s condu ct in resigning 
sooner than carry ou t the orders of his 
su perior officers in su ch a m atter. The 
officers of the navy m u st rem em ber 
that it is not merely childish, bu t in 
the highest degree reprehensible to 
perm it either personal piq u e, wou nded 
vanity or factional feeling on behalf 
of some particu lar bu reau or organi­ 
zation, to render them disloyal to the 
interests of the navy and therefore of 
the cou ntry as a whole.” 
Regarding the controversies in the 
navy, the president adm its there al­ 
ways are and always will be defects to 
correct, both in the constru ction of 
ships and in the organization of the 
departm ent, and in the actu al drill of 
the fleet. 
It' is well, he says, that 
these defects be pointed ou t, bu t it is 
also well that they shou ld be pointed 
ou t withou t hysterical exaggeration or 
maliciou s u ntru thfu lness. 
He scath­ 
ingly rebu kes those gu ilty of exploit­ 
ing them in grossly exaggerated form 
in the fancied interest of an individu al 
or cliq u e of individu als or for the sake 
of su pplying sensational 
m atter to 
newspapers. 
Becau se of so mu ch mis­ 
representation and exaggeration, the 
president has asked Secretary Metcalf 
for a statem ent as to the exact facts 
concerning which there has been dis­ 
pu tes. desiring particu larly the opinion 
of Admiral Converse, formerly chief 
of the navigation bu reau , who becau se 
of his high professional attainm ents 
and standard of condu ct, the president 
considers pecu liarly fitted to give ju dg­ 
ment. 
Admiral Brownson was shown the 
president’s letter and asked if in view 
of the fact that Mr. Roosevelt’s side 
of the su bject had been stated in these 
commu nications he wou ld not feel at 
liberty to say som ething in his own 
behalf. 
“Not a word,” was his prompt 
reply, and this attitu de he m aintained 
to all inq u iries for his views. 
The ad­ 
miral has consistently declined to say 
anything for pu blication in the whole 
m atter. 
Accompanied by a friend, Admiral 
Brownson left W ashington Su nday af­ 
ternoon for a trip to Sou th Carolina, 
where he expects to indu lge In du ck 
shooting for the next week or ten 
days.

London’s First Balloon and the Great 
Ex citement It Raised. 
Tremendo us excitement was caused 
when Lo ndo n’s first ballo o n went up. 
! The ballo o n, manned by a yo ung Ital­ 
ian named Vincent Lunardi, ascended 
fro m Mo o rfields, then an o pen space o f 
gro und, o n Sept. 15, 17 84, in the pres­ 
ence o f mo re than 100,000 spectato rs. 
I All business was suspended, the king 
himself setting the example by ad­ 
jo urning a cabinet co uncil that hap- 
I pened to be sitting. 
Vast cro wds fo l­ 
lo wed the ballo o n’s co urse, so me o n 
ho rseback, in carts, in chaises, but 
mo stly o n fo o t. The Great No rth ro ad, 
abo ve which the aero naut sailed fo r 
so me distance, was a ro aring river o f 
humanity. 
Many were hurt in the crush, but 
the o nly fatality reco rded was the 
death fro m fright o f an o ld co untry 
wo man, who , co ming o ut o f her co t­ 
tage to see what the excitement was 
abo ut, beheld the ballo o n just abo ve 
her head. On the o ther hand, Lunardi 
undo ubtedly saved o ne man’s life, a 
jury bringing in a verdict o f no t guilty 
o n a no to rio us highwayman in o rder 
that they, the priso ner and the judge 
who was trying the case might rush 
o ut o f co urt to see the ballo o n. 
The aero naut descended eventually 
near Ware, in Hertfo rdshire, where his 
sudden dro p fro m the clo uds was the 
cause o f mo re asto nishment and ex­ 
citement. 
Many o f the spectato rs 
swo o ned with fear, while o thers urged 
the putting o f Lunardi to death there 
and then o n the gro und that he must 
needs be a so rcerer and in league with 
the evil o ne.

More power for the national g ov ern­ 
ment and complete control from Wash­ 
ing ton of the g reat commercial and in­ 
dustrial forces of the country was the 
pith in a speech by Dr. Eliot of Har­ 
v ard univ ersity before the National 
Civ ic federation at its recent animal 
conv ention in New York. 
Dr. Eliot 
said he represented the “ consumer,” 
who felt the full effect of the industrial 
warfare which the Civ ic federation 
was org anized to prev ent—in other 
words, that public which a lwa y s pay s 
the cost of industrial warfare. 
He ad­ 
v ocated not only g ov ernment control of 
commercial associations, in w’hlch he 
included labor and capital, but g ov ­ 
ernment iacorporation of corporations. 
A central power alone can settle the 
v ex ing questions of the day , and in or­ 
der to do that it must hav e more pow­ 
er and wider scope. To quote further: 


W e sh all lo o k fo r a n in c re a se in th e 
p o w e rs o f th e fed eral g o v e rn m e n t in all 
d irectio n s. 
I t g o es a g a in s t o u r c h e rish ed 
fe tic h o f lo cal g o v e rn m e n t, bu t we d e s ­ 
p e ra te ly n eed a rev isio n o f o u r v iew s o f 
lo cal re p re se n ta tio n .

powder; killed a black bear that attacked her; kept a pack of fierce coy otes at 
bay with a stick in her hand and rescued a number of snow-bound miners. 
At sev enteen she was manag ing a district school at Boulder, Colorado, 
and shortly afterward g raduated from the State Univ ersity . 
She sang for 
some y ears as a church soprano in New York and later acted as inspector of 
customs where her fluency in German, Italian, French and Spanish prov ed 
of g reat v alue as they also did in her splendid work in journalism and many 
other lines of activ ity . 
Her Sunshine Society with more than 200,000 members all ov er the world, 
is dev oted to spreading sweetness and sunshine, to making the world day 
by day happier and brig hter by acts of kindness and lov e.

The g rowth of the country and the 
new demands will doubtless lead to 
the dev elopment of fields hitherto de­ 
clared impracticable.

cement* It must compete with brick 
and wood in the estimates of first cost 
for a larg e class of building s.

Muncie, Ind. , Jan. 6. — It was with a 
feeling of the greatest relief that the 
mayor and the other city officials wel­ 
comed the state troops, even though 
their coming was attended by a proc­ 
lamation of the governor declaring the 
city under martial law. 
Since the first 
morning of the new* year they had 
been working practically all night and 
all day, and they had almost come to 
the point where physical exhaustion 
would claim them, as it did the special 
policemen. 
Not one arrest made Saturday by 
the police had any connection with the 
strike situation. 
Several liquor sellers 
who dared disobey the proclamation 
of Mayor Guthrie ordering the sa­ 
loons closed indefinitely were loaded 
into the patrol and hauled down to the 
station house, but outbreaks on the 
part of strike sympathizers failed to 
come, even though they were expected 
by the civil and military authorities. 
Governor Hanly’s proclamation de­ 
claring Muncie to be under martial 
law made little change in the conduct 
of affairs in the city. 
The usual cus­ 
tom of placing the city’s affairs, both 
municipal and business, under abso­ 
lute control of the military forces was 
not followed, but what the soldiers 
term the “ second degree” martial law 
was effected. 
This means the civil 
and military authorities are working 


together with the commanding officer 
of the troops, having the power to go 
above the civil officer’s orders if he 
deems it wise. 
The conduct of uusi- 
ness is going on in Muncie as usual 
w*hile the troops are here, although 
merchants are having little trade. The 
soldiers will keep the streets clear of 
loiterers at all times and will be par­ 
ticularly vigilant along this line after 
night. 
Groups of men will not be al­ 
lowed to form at any point in the city 
at any time. 
Governor Hanly’s proclamation de­ 
claring martial law explained at length 
the conditions leading up to the call 
for troops and the purpose of the state 
in sending troops into the city. 
The 
governor in his message says since 
the city is in a state of riot and law­ 
less 
Insurrection, 
causing 
frequent 
breaches of the peace and the destruc­ 
tion of property and injury to citizens, 
he has been led to proclaim martial 
*law* for the city and the territory 
adjacent thereto within a distance of 
four miles from the court house. 
With the proclamation of the gov­ 
ernor declaring martial law staring 
them in the face and 600 state troops 
camped in the very heart of the city, 
the rioters of Muncie, quieted dow*n. 
The outbreaks of the three days pre­ 
ceding gave way to a normal existence 
so far as violence is concerned, al­ 
though the city is far from normal in 
a business and industrial sense. 
With 
the arrival of the militia evidences of 
mob rule passed away and the trouble 
makers kept close to home. 
F right-1 
ened special officers these fellows jeer 
and hoot, but stern-faced, blueclad sol­ 
diers carrying rifles and wearing re-j 
volvers, 
bayonets 
and 
ammunition 
belts, they respect submissively. City 
cars are again running on a fair sched­ 
ule u»der proper guard. 
The state 
troops will take no part in guarding 
the 
strike 
breakers 
until 
trouble 
arises. 
The cars are accompanied by 
deputy sheriffs and special officers, but 
the soldiers are in reserve ready to re­ 
spond to the first call for assistance. 
General McKee called upon the cit­ 
izens to assist the officers in putting 
down 
trouble, 
ordered 
all 
saloons 
closed until further orders, assigned 
all police officers permission to carry 
arms and promised protection for the 
property and persons of all law-abid- 
ing citizens.

Bo th Ballo o n and Aero plane Principles 
Inclu ded 
in Philadelphia inv ento r’s 
Ship—Po wer Driv en Pro peller Is to 
Make It Trav el—Will Enter Craft In 
Go v ernment Co mpetitio n. 


Harry B. Schiller o f Philadelphia is 
an inv ento r o f airships and o f o ne In 
particu lar, which he calls an aero au to 
bo at. 
Su ch interest has this “bo at” 
aro u sed that Mr. Schiller has been 
asked by the go v ernment to enter a 
co mpetitio n fo r aerial craft to be held 
at Washingto n o n Jan. 15. 
The mo st 
practicable 'o f the plans su bmitted In 
this co mpetitio n will be carried o u t at 
go v ernment expense, and sev eral air­ 
ships will be bu ilt fo r a series o f 
trials to be held at Fo rt Meade, Vir­ 
ginia. 
In describing his aero au to car Mr. 
Schiller said recently to a representa­ 
tiv e o f the Philadelphia Pu blic Ledger: \ 
“I hav e held, with many o ther aero - j 
nau ts, that no su ccessfu l airship co u ld 
be bu ilt lighter than air. 
I therefo re 
do no t depend o n the ballo o n to carry 
me thro u gh the air. At the same time 
I canu o t see ho w an aero plane will 
ev er be serv iceable as a passenger car­ 
rier. 
I hav e therefo re co mbined the 
two principles, the aero plane and the 
ballo o n, in my ship. 
Beneath a V 
shaped deck o r aero plane two ballo o ns 
are fastened. 
They are cigar shaped 
and are co nnected so that, when o ne 
lo ses gas, gas fro m the o ther can flo w 
into It, thu s keeping (he ballo o n o f the 
same size. 
The ballo o ns are attached 
to the deck o r aero plane by alu mini-1 
u tn rigging. 
Halfway do wn the side' 
o f each ballo o n ano ther deck o r aero ­ 
plane extends. 
“The ballo o ns are o nly large eno u gh 
to co u nteract grav ity, so that the ship 
can be raised fro m the gro u nd by o ne’s 
hands. 
The decks o r aero planes can 
be extended three times their width. 
In case the ballo o ns sho u ld lo se all 
their gas the aero planes wo u ld be able 
| to su ppo rt the ship with the aid o f the 
TIES FROM FOREIGN CLIMES. pro peller.

Mr. Schiller is a glo be tro tter, hav ing 
been aro u nd the wo rld three times. He 
was bo rn in 18G5 in Allento wn and 
mo v ed to Germany with his parents 
at the age o f fiv e. 
When sev enteen 
years o ld he retu rned to the United 
States. 
He serv ed in the Spanish- 
American war in the qu artermaster’s 
department o f the army. 
While o n 
bo ard the ship Po rt Victo r, no w the 
McClellan, which was carrying 800 
men to the fro nt, he disco v ered an in­ 
fernal machine which had been placed 
o n bo ard and threw it into the water 
in time to sav e the liv es o f the 800 
so ldiers. 
He has been engaged in the 
stu dy o f bailo o ns fo r twenty years and 
has patented an aerial to ri>edo bo at 
which is an adaptatio n o f his aerial
